Women, Children Flee 


The buildings of Madrid trem- 


bled. Women and children—stay- 
ing by their menfolk in common 
hatred of the invader and refusing 
to take refuge on the coast—fled 
Into bomb-proof shelters, subways, 
cellars and doorways 
when 
the 


first bomb rattled the city's win- 
dows. 


The formidable enemy fleet of 


death flew over in perfect forma- 
tion. It was one of the greatest 
mass air raids of a big city in the 
history of warfare. 


Anti-aircraft guns popped futile- 


ly. 
There was no loyalist fleet 


ready to give battle. 


Intensifies Hatred 


The raid, designed more to ter- 


rorize the populace than for its 
military effectiveness, served only 
to intensify the hatred seething in 
the capital. 


This hatred was enhanced earlier 


by charges that the nationalists, 
desperate, were using gas in their 
attack to offset the sudden change 
in the course of the war brought 
about by a resurgence of loyalist 
resistance. 


The loyalists, fortified by strong 


foreign aid, have turned from be-

Days' Illness; Career 


Led to Millions

NEW YORK, Dec. 2.— (.UP) — 


John Ringling, 70, last brother of 
the famous Ringling brothers cir- 
cus family, died of bronchial pneu- 
monia in his New York apartment 
at 2:45 a. m. today. 


Ringling, sixth of seven broth- 


ers, had been ill only a few days. 


Almost to the last he spoke in 


his low, soft voice to family rnem- 
J.bers and close friends. 
At his 


bedside were Ida Ringling North 
a sister John Ringling North a 
nephew, Frank Hennessy, life-lone- 
friend, Dr. Maurice Costello, his 
personal physician, two nurses and 
a chauffeur. 


Born Poor Boy 


John Ringling, called the great- 


est magnate of the sawdust ring, 
was born a poor boy. 


At the he.ght of his career he 


was reputed to have been worth 
550,000,000, 
a fortune 
w h i c h 


dwindled during his later years 


John and four of his blathers 


started m the entertainment world 
by holding "kid" circuses on a 
vacant lot in Barbaoo, Wis. long 
the winter home of the Ringline 
circus. 


In 1884 the show went on the 


road bannered under an imposing 
string of descriptive adjectives. It 
waa a success from the start. 


During the busy years which fol- 


lowed a number of circuses were 
bought and merged with Ringling 
brothers, 
climaxed in the deal 


which brought Ringling and Barn- 
urn together under one big tent. 


John, who dressed conservative- 


ly, developed into a great financi- 
er. 
He built railroads, operated 


oil companies in Oklahoma, and 
financed various forms of enter- 
'-.inment. 
including 
M a d i s o n 


3uare gardens under the man- 


agement of Tex Rickard. 


Nearly Always Along 


John billed the show he and his 


brothers founded as "the great- 
est show on earth." He continued 
on the job of making- this slogan 
a reality, working 12 to 18 hours 
daily. 
He could almost always 


be found with the circus on the 
road until recent years. 


The amusement world believed 


"Mr. John" could put his hand out 
of a pullman car window at night, 
feel the air, and report the dis- 
tance to any nearby county' seat. 


Ringling- 
was 
said to never 


swear. 
He loved to play bridge, 


but refused to play for money. 
He never gambled. 


Twice married, Ringling had no 


heirs. 


His first wife, the former Mabel 


Burton, died in 1929. 
Eighteen 


months later he married 
Emily 


Haag Buck. They were divorced 
in Ju!y 1936. 


After reaching the top in the 


amusement world, John Ringling 
settled in Sarasota, Fla., where he 


» built a Venetian palace and opened 


a huge art gallery. He spent more 
than $2,500,000 on his collection, 
including one of the world's finest 
groups of rubens'

Kingling, sixth of seven broth­ 
ers, had been ill only a few days. 
Almost to the last he spoke in 
his low, soft voice to family mem- 
dB bers and close friends.

bedside were Ida Ringling North, 
a sister John Ringling North, a 
nephew, Frank Hennessy, life-long 
friend, Dr. Mau rice Costello, his 
personal physician, two nu rses and 
a chau ffeu r. 
liorn Poor Boy 
John Ringling. called the great­ 
est m agnate of the sawdu st ring, 
was born a poor boy. 
At the he.ght of his career he 
was repu ted to have been worth 
*50,000,000.

fortu ne

dwindled du ring his later years. 
John and fou r of his brothers 
started in the entertainm ent world 
by holding ‘’kid*’ circu ses on a 
vacant lot in Barbaoo, Wis., long 
the winter home of the Ringling 
circu s. 
In 18 8 4 the show went on the 
road bannered u nder an imposing 
string of descriptive adjectives. It 
was a su ccess from the start.

Squ are gardens u nder the man­ 
agement of Tex Rickard. 
Nearly Always Along 
John billed the show he and his 
brothers fou nded as “the great­ 
est show on earth.” He continu ed 
on the job of making this slogan 
a reality, working 12 to 18 hou rs 
daily. 
He cou ld almost always 
be fou nd with the circu s on the 
road u ntil recent years. 
The amu sement world believed 
“Mr. John” cou ld pu t his hand ou t 
of a pu llman car window at night, 
feel the air, and report the dis­ 
tance to any nearby cou nty seat. 
Ringling 
was 
said to never 
swear. 
He loved to play bridge, 
bu t refu sed to play for money. 
He never gambled. 
Twice married, Ringling had no 
heirs.

Moulton of the Braokings Institution, 


if genuine recovery comes, is in line with

•woes were deeper. As each year of post- 
poned production adds its item to the long:

that the nation may not have enough labor 
becomes more certain. 


Dr. Moulton's forecast is buttressed by

figures- similar to those used by earlier j 
analysts. 
The durable or capital iuclus- ! 


tries alone, were they to strike their 1929 | 
stride, would absorb all of the present un- 
employed skilled and partly skilled labor. 
While consumers' goods have suffered a 
less drastic drop, still the peak of recovery 
would, according to Dr. Moulton's esti-I 
mates, create a demand for three or four 
millions of additional workers. 
' 


Inability to see this coming shortage of 


labor, on the part of those who predict a 
permanent program for the unemployed, 
comes from an underestimate of the forces ; 
which a genuine recovery releases. These 
are psychological as well as the actual in- 
crease of purchasing- power. Even the per- 
son who has always had a job loosens up 
when the road ahead clears. He spends 
and improves his property, when, under de- 
pression's skies, he is only intent on keep- 
ing the wolf from the door. Industry is 
prompted by the same motive and no long- 
er fears to take chances on the future needs 
of America. 


A multitude of the problems which now 


depress political and labor leaders will 
seem pale ghosts when real recovery ar- 
rives.

pjESPITE all efforts, educational and 
*~* punitive, automobile fatalities 
will 


reach 37,500 this year at the rate they have 
occurred in the first nine months. Think of 
a slaughter of more than 100 human beings 
daily upon the highways! Yet that is not 
all the grim story. To it must be added the 
sufferings of the thousands on thousands 
more of injured, many of them maimed and 
crippled for life. 


A startling fact disclosed by the Na- 


tional Safety Council's nine-month report 
is that the increase in fatalities has occur- 
red in the age group between 5 and 24 
yeai-s. What does it mean? There is no 
blinking the answer. It means for parents 
that letting- children of tender years unpro- 
tected on the streets is inviting fearful con- 
sequences. It means for exuberant youth, 
without implying youth alone is guilty, that 
driving with the accelerator pressed to the 
floor board for the mere joy of swift mo- 
tion is courting death.
